CADMAN SCORES 
AGGRESSIVE WAR 
IN TALK AT U. K. 



Noted Exponent of Peace l)e 
T. S. Should Unite 
with Europe lo Pre 
vent Conflicts 



OVERFLOW CROWD IN 

HAM, FOR ADDRESS 



Says Youth of Today to He 
Future Or«an of World 
Security 

"It Is the business of the United 
States to unite and cooperate with 
the other great nations of the world 
to promote freedom and peace 
among all men," declared Dr. 8. 
Parkes Cad man, noted author, lec- 
turer, and Congregattonallst min- 
uter, in an address to an overflow 
audience of students and townspeo- 
ple at II o'clock yesterday morning 
in Memorial hall. 

Doctor Cadman gave an eloquent 
comprehensive summary of the 
present European situation and dis- 
cussed the position of each nation 
in regard to the Italo-Ethoplan 
conflict. He said that It was his 
belief that had Mussolini known 
and realized the tremendous wave 
of public opinion that has arisen 
against aggressive warfare, he 
would not have entered such a pro- 
ject. The Treaty of Versailles did 
not make peace, but made war." de- 
clared the speaker. 

In discussing Germany. Dr. Cad- 
man expressed the view that the 
world has expected more from this 
great company because of its great 
men and advanced culture but that 
there would be no peaceful settle- 
ment until the Fatherland's de- 
mands were recognized. The speak- 
er attacked the attitude of William 
Randolph Hearst In regard to the 
world court and charged that he 
does not understand the problem. 
He defended the stand of England 
in the present war, saying that we 
should be proud of a nation who 
raises a cry against unmerciful and 
unreasoning aggression. He point- 
ed out that some hope could be 
«een In the fact that for the first 
•imc in history 40 nations have 
convicted Mussolini of unreasona- 
ble and aggressive warfare. 

The speaker stated that he held 
io fears for the future, and that 
ve are Improving, but have not 
lutte reached the point where we 
.-egard men as the children of God

Th« 
proceeds of this tag sale as in the 
past will go to the Student Union 
Building Fund. 

The tags went on sale Wednes- 
day noon and by Thursday noon all 
the tags which had been printed 
were already distributed. 

Novel trophl's will be awarded 
to the sorority, fraternity, and in- 
dividual selling the most tags. This 
Is the first time that an Individual 
trophy has been awarded for tag 
sales. This plan enables everyone 
In school, regardless of whether or 
not he is a member of a fraternity 
or sorority, to sell tags for the 
gam".

The 1916 football team, which 
was coached by Dr. Tigert was 
composed of the following players: 
M. J. Crutcher, now superintendent 
of buildings and grounds here at 
the University, was captain; John 
O. Heber. present coach of the 
Henry Clay Blue Devils here in 
Lexington: William Rodes. Charles 
Hayden. Ernest Mcllvaln. Shorty 
Heick, Karl Orabfelter. J. A. Brit- 
taln. Broaddus Hlckerson. Edgar 
Murphee. F. Dempsey, Earl Clem- 
mons, Clay Simpson. August Gay 
and the late Howard Klnne, World 
War hero who was killed when his 
plane was shot down over the Ger- 
man lines. 

Assistants to Dr. Tigert were S. 
A. "Daddy" Boles, now graduate 
manager of athletics at the Univer- 
sity, and W. P. Tuttle, at present 
manager of a pineapple plantation 
in the Hawaiian Islands. 

The team of that year won over 
Butler 39 to 3. over Centre by 68 to 
0, over the University of Cincin- 
nati by 32 to 0 and over Mississippi 
State by 1? to 3. It was tied by Se- 
wanee and Tennessee, both by 0 
to 0, and lost only to Vanderbilt. by 
a 45 to 0 score. 

The Kentucky-Florida meeting 
tomorrow will be the fifth between 
the two institutions. In 1917, with 
Mr. Boles as coach. Kentucky de- 
feated the Florida team by 52 to 0. 
In 1926 Kentucky was victorious by 
18 to 13, but the next year the 'Ga- 
tors tore up the Cats by 27 to 6. 
In their l&st meeting, In 1931. Flor- 
ida was again defeated, this time 
by 7 to 2. 

The forthcoming battle should 
result In another close decision. 
Kentucky and Florida both have 
suffered defeats more than once 
this season and are rated about 
equal. Last week while Kentucky 
was holding the powerful Crimson 
Tide to a 13 to 0 score. Florida was 
holding the mighty Georgia Bull- 
dog to a 7 to 0 score. Georgia, one 
week before had lost to Alabama 
by two txuehdowns. the same that 
Kentucky did. so on paper Ken- 
tucky should win by one touch- 
down. 

The two teams tomorrow will 
have their full strength for the 
first time since early season games. 
In the Kentucky camp Bert John- 
son, 8tan Nevers, Sam Potter, and 
Bob Davis, the allnlg members of 
the group, went through practices 
this week with all the pep and en- 
thusiasm that characterized their 
performances in the Ohio State 
game in early October. The whole 
Kentucky team seems to be fired 
with the determination to prove to 
Kentucky supporters that they are 
not growing stale. More pep and 
fighting spirit was shown In their 
latest practices than has been 
shown since they practiced for 
their encounter with the Ohio 
Bucks. 

The Florida team will have its 
full strength for the first time this 
season Hendricks. Bechwlth. Rlck- 
ett. McAnly. Klcllter. and Jenkins 
have all been hampered with In- 
juries since early in September and

Earlier In the season, in antici- 
pating the Florida game, we would 
have been rash enough to place the 
Gators In a lowly position among 
the "breathers" that Kentucky 
would encounter. In fact, until 
last week, we held that opinion. 

But Florida's recent performance 
against the supposedly superior 
Georgia Bulldogs called for a swift 
reversal of that opinion. As a 
matter of fact, the Gators have lost 
their last four games but in bowing 
to Georgia last week, they showed 
that they were a team to be reck- 
oned with at all times. 

After repulsing the Bulldog 
thrusts repeatedly for three quar- 
ters and right down to the last few 
minutes, a bad break cost the 
Orange and Blue team a scoreless 
tie. With the ball In their posses- 
sion on their own 40 yard line, the 
■Gators attempted a quick kick 
which was blocked by a Georgia 
lineman and converted into a 
touchdown. It was a tough tilt to 
lose, especially with at least a tie 
game practically In their grasp. 

This unhappy ending won t cause 
the Floridans to feel any more 
kindly toward the Wildcats than 
necessary. They'll be out to win 
tomorrow more than ever, to vindi- 
cate themselves for the Oeorgla 
loss and to snap the losing streak 
that has been hounding them since 
early season. 

As for Kentucky, take it from 
us that they will be in the most 
ferocious mood that they've been 
in since the Ohio State game, at 
least, and probably more spirited 
than they have been all season. 

The defeats at the hands of Au- 
burn and Alabama, coming togeth- 
er as they did. have stung the Wild- 
cats and caused the coaches no end 
of annoyance, to put it mildly. 
Both players and coaches are In 
no frame of mind to "fool around" 
with Florida. They regard Florida 
as a formidable foe and are pre- 
pared for a real battle but are con- 
fident that they will break Into the 
right side of the book ugaln. 

We don't mean to say that they 
are overconfident at all. but have 
that proper attitude which a well- 
prepared club shows before a game 
It's been lacking since the Tech 
fracas, probably because of the in- 
Jury list, among other things, but 
at last It's returned.

Doctor Barkenbus 
Resumes Teaching 

Dr. Charles Barkenbus. professor 
of organic chemistry, who recently 
ree'lved severe acid burns, re- 
Mimed his teaching duties at Kas 
lle hall yesterday morning 

While working In the laboratory 
two weeks ago, Professor Barken- 
bus slipped and fell Into a puddle 
of highly concentrated solution of 
sulphuric acid caused by a student 
who dropped n bottle of the fluid 
on the floor. It was while Inves- 
tigating the accident that Doctor 
Barkenbus was hurt. 

Students who were working in 
the laboratory at the time carried 
thp doctor to a sink In the room 
nnd helped him remove his clothing 
which had already be"n party dis- 
solved by the acid. Later, the pro-
